Mountain trails were closed this 
morning. Necessary merchandise for 
camps and residents can be delivered 
at the barrier at the foot of the 
trails, but all unnecessary traffic is 
suspended. 

Garbage collection by the city con¬ 
tractor has been stopped because the 
state regulations forbid him hauling 
the garbage over the public roads. 
Householders will have to go back 
to the burying of garbage on their 
own property. It must not be placed 
at the curb, carried from your own 
property or left where it can be 
scattered by animals or birds. 

The.se are the latest developments 
in the local situation as to the Foot 
and Mouth Disease quarantine. 

Another Lamanda Park dairy, the 
third in less than a week, is under 
suspicion of having cattle infected 
with the dread foot and mouth dis- 
ea.se. C. F. Huddleston, milk, food 
and sanitary inspector of the Pasa¬ 
dena health department announced 

Thursday. Inspectors are now at the 
dairy maintaining a clo.se watch on 
the cattle to determine if they are 
suffering from the disea.se. 

A strict quarantine is being main¬ 
tained in the Lamanda Park area— 
Foothill boulevard on the north; 
Huntington drive on the south; San¬ 
ta Anita avenue on the east, and 
Ro.se avenue on the west—in fact, 

it is only possible to enter or leave 
the district by official permit. Thirty 
dairies efre in this area. Announce¬ 
ment was made to the health de¬ 
state board of 


At the regular Tuesday luncheon 
of the Chamber of Commerce on 
April 8th, Dr. Gilbert S. Bovard was 
the speaker for the occasion. Hie 
intensely interesting and instructive 
talk a Public Health covered a sur¬ 
prising amount of ground in the lim¬ 
ited time at his disposal, and there 
were many expressions of regret at 
the close that he culd not have con¬ 
tinued. 

Particular stress was laid by Dr. 
Bovard on the need of cooperation 
from the general public in regard to 
enforcing sanitary regulations, em¬ 
phasizing that laws did no good if 
the sentiment of the community did 
not back up their enforcement. He 
had authoritative figures from of¬ 
ficial records showing that the often 
repeated statement that Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is a community of sick people 
is not borne out by the facts. 

The actual percentage of sick peo¬ 
ple in the city does not exceed the 
average of most California towns. 
All foothill towns will always have 
a certain proportion of health seek¬ 
ers, but with proper precautions and 
sanitary regulations there was no 
need for any one to fear this con¬ 
dition. 

Dr. Bovard mentioned as one of 
the great assets of this city its 
bountiful and pure water supply and 
urged that every citizen aid in keep¬ 
ing the supply pure and uncontam¬ 
inated. He stres.sed the need for 
consideration of some scheme of sew¬ 
age disposal which would eliminate 
for all time the danger of such con¬ 
tamination.

Candidates for city offices at the 
city election next Monday are over¬ 
shadowed by the cemetery zoning 
proposition. With only one contest 
between candidates little is heard 
on that score. 

On the other hand, interest in the 
cemetery question grows keener. The 
issue has been quite thoroughly dis¬ 
cussed and the shifting of opinion 
one way or the other has caused a 
good deal of anxiety. 

The issue arose ovet the applica¬ 
tion of Ole Hanson for extension of 
the zone to permit addition of 14 
acres to the present cemetery. He 
promised to build a $100,000 mauso¬ 
leum and to park the whole grounds, 
making a well kept modern burial 
ground. His proposal found immed¬ 
iate favor with many people who 
believed a man who wanted to in¬ 
vest $160,000 in Sierra Madre ought 
not to be discouraged. The condition 
of the present cemetery was also a 
powerful argument. 

Opposition to the Hanson plan ap¬ 
peared first among residents of the 
neighborhood who did not relish hav¬ 
ing a larger cemetery so close to 
their homes and the business part 
of town. Their appeals, at first were 
little heeded but gained a following 
until the outcome is admittedly un¬ 
certain. Points having greatest ap¬ 
parent weight were the claim that 
Sierra Madre would receive undesir¬ 
able advertising as a burial place, 
and if the thing is a success the 
number of funerals coming in from 
the outside will impede street traf¬ 
fic. Damaging effect has re.sulted 
from publicity in the daily papers 
to other cemetery and mausoleum 
enterprises which savored strongly

ered to the various dairies. Their 
machines will not be allowed, how¬ 
ever, to enter the restricted area. 

Pasteurization at 145 degrees 
Fahrenheit is said to completely de¬ 
stroy the foot and mouth virus, if 
there is any in the milk, while cook¬ 
ing also destroys the virus if it is in 
meat. 

City Regulations 

City Manager C. W. Koiner of 
Pasadena issued the following order, 
which will be in effect during the 
period of quarantine: 

“There will be no picnics allowed 
^ in the parks. 

I "There is a ban on people going 
! to the mountains and they are re- 
1 quested not to picnic along country 
roads; in fact, people are requested 
to remain at hhme during this epi- 
' demic. Do not go out into the coun¬ 
try. 

I “There are no animals, except 
' horses in harness, allowed on public 
I highways. Keep all dogs tied or 
penned up. 

! “Keep all fowls penned up—this 
! includes pigeons. 

1 "Obey all the regulations that have 
I been published from time to time;
